OBREGON’S AMBITION. :

Officials of the administration 
say that Obregon's telegram to the 
Washington Constitutionalist agency 
last night is no more significant than 
similar statements by Villa just prior 
to his break with Carranza. The ad- 
ministration makes little effort to con- 
ceal its interest in Obregon. 

It is the understanding here in well- 
informed circles that the various com- 
manders jassociated with Carranza 
have entered into a pact to stand or 
fall together, and that all would turn 
on any particular leader who attempt- 
ed a coup. 

Also, it is the understanding in these 
same circles that Col. House has again 
strongly urged President Wilson to 
end the uncertainty concerning Mexico 
by recognizing Carranza. 

It was stated today that Col. House 
has no personal interest in Mexico. 
Reports that he and a number of his 
friends hold a great deal of Carranza) 
paper were denied by persons in a 
position to know. These persons 
denied that Col. House had reached 
the conclusion that the recognition 
of Carranza is the most expedient so- 
lution of the problem, and that he is 
advocating it solely on grounds of ex- 
pediency. He believes, it is said, that 
the President cannot afford to go in- 
to the next campaign with the Mexi- 
ean problem unsettled. Also, he be- 
Heves that the business interests of the 
country should be given some sort of 
staple government in Mexico at the 
earliest opportunity, in view of their 
large holdings there.

THE COMING CONFERENCE. 


Although the Carranza agents here 
are doing everything in their power to 
hasten the President's decision, it was 
quite apparent tonight that they do 
not expect a formal announcement 
before the next meeting of the Pan- 
American conferees. Much interest at- 
taches to that meeting. There has 
been much speculation here as to why 
both John Lind and Duval West were 
not invited to attend the conferences, 
although Paul Fuller, who spent less 
time in Mexico than either. was made 
the administration's adviser. It devel- 
oped today that Lind was probably 
ignored because, at the time the first 
conferences were held, the administra- 
tion had determined not to recognize 
Carranza except as a last resort. while 
Tind openly favored his recognition. 
With respect to Duval West. it was 
stated by Carranza representatives that 
he was sent to Mexico by the admin- 
istration in ignorance of the fact that 
he is counsel for a number of con- 
cerns interested in Mexican conces- 
sions.

American firms must give bond cov- 
ering the value of shipments.

The arrangement is expected to re- 
lease millions of dollars worth of 
goods to American exporters held up 
since the beginnine of the war. 


LABOR AND WAGES. 


(BY A. r. DAY WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The De- 


partment of Labor today made pub- 
lic the result of an inquiry into the 
union scale of wages and hours of 
labor for ninety-three of the principal 
trades in forty-one cities prevailing 
in May, 1914. The trades include 
those of the brewing and beer bot- 
tling, building, freight handling. gran- 
ite and stone, metal, mill work and 
printing. 

The average rate of wages per week 
for all cities taken collectively wan 
higher on May 1, 1914, than on May 
1, 1913, for seventy-five of the trades 
reported: in seventeen trades there 
was no change and in only one trade 
was it lower. 

Among the increases were: Beer 
bottlers, 3 per cent.; bricklayers, 2 
per cent.; carpenters, 1 per cent.; 
plumbers and gas-fifters, 1 per cent.; 
sheet-metal workers, 3 per cent.; 
structural ſronworkers, 2 per cent.; 
freight handlers, 3 per cent.; paint- 
ers, 4 per cent., and compositors 
(book and job,) 2 per cent. 

Considering rates of wages per 
hour as distinguished from rates per 
week, seventy-eight trades showed an 
increase, fifteen, no change, and for 
none was the rate lower. 

The highest scales per hour paid 

in May, 1914. were: Bricklayers, 
87.5 cents in Dallas and San Francis- 
co; carpenters, 65 cents in Chicago; 
painters, 70 cents in Chicago; plumb- 
efs and gas-fitters 75 cents in Chica- 
go, Dallas, Portland, St. Louls, Salt 
Lake City and San Francisco and Se- 
attle: sheet-metal workers, 68.8 cents 
in Chicago and San Francisco; struc- 
tural ironworkers, 70 cents in Cleve- 
land: freight handlers, 60.6 cents in 
New Orleans; linotype operators (He- 
brew, book and job,) 83.3 cents in 
New York: compositors (English 
newspapers, day work,) 75 cents in 
Seattle. 
In fifteen trades there was a reduc- 
tion in hours of labor between May, 
1913, and May, 1914; seventy-seven 
reported no change, and one reported 
an increase.

Glides Over Rough Floor to 
Strains of “Tipperary.” 


Tour Through Colorado Coal 
Field is Continued. 


Old Negro Employee ‘Asks 
for a Pension. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WALSENBURG (Colo.) Sept. 23.— 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., continuing 
his tour of inspection of Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company mines, to- 
night reached Walsenburg, forty-five 
miles north of Trinidad. The trip 
was made by motor car. 

In the course of the day Rocke- 
feller visited mining camps at Rouse, 


Lester, Ideal and Cameron. At 
Rouse, in-a conference with the 
miners’ grievance representative, he 


went on record with the unequivocal 
statement that his big corporation did 
not care whether its employees be- 
longed to the United Mine Workers 
of America or not. 

As Mr. Rockefeller was leaving the 
boarding-house at Lester, where he 
had lunched with a number of miners 
and company officers, he was greeted 
by a coal black negro miner just 
from the mouth of the pit. “Mr. 
Rockefeller, this is Willis Hood,” said 
B. J. Mattison, assistant general man- 
ager of the company. 

“Is this Mistah Rockefeller? Why, 
suh, I thought you all was a great, 
big, tall man. But then you is big 
in fame, anyway, even if you ain’t as 
high as I am.” 

NEGRO LOOKS AHEAD. 

Hood then recounted at some 
length he had been an employee of 
the company twenty-two years. “An’ 
say, Mistah Rockefeller,” he fin- 
ished, ain't you going to pension me 
when I've done worked twenty-five 
ears?” 

“I think you and I will go on a 
pension about the same time,” smiled 
Mr. Rockefeller. 

“You go on a pension? Foh de 
lan’ sakes,” Hood exclaimed, “what 
you want with a pension?” 

“Oh, I see,” said Mr. Rockefeller. 
“You want me to pay the pension 
and you to receive it. Well, every 
man to his job I suppose.” ‘ 

NOT HIS SHACKS. 

At the edge of Lester Mr. Rocke- 
feller pointed out a clump of forbid- 
ding looking adobe houses. “Do you 
see that lot of shacks”’” he asked. 

“Well, a photograph of that place 
was printed recently and the owner- 
ship credited to the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company. As a matter of 
fact only a few are on our land and 
they were there when we bought the 
property. We are arranging to buy 
all of them, and tear them down.” 

At Cameron Mr. Rockefeller made 
a minute examination of a new club- 
house and several miners’ homes. On 
the edge of the town of Walsenburg 
he inspected the big Walsen mining 
camp. 

After dinner the Rockefeller party 
returned to the Cameron camp, where 
an amateur company of miners staged 
a theatrical performance.

The same majority which adopted 
the resolutions had previously re- 
jected a minority report whose chief 
spekesman on the floor was Senatur 
Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana. This 
report purposed to place the e¢onfer- 
ence on record as favoring Federal 
control of the public domain. 

Senator Walsh's speech in support 
of the minority report brought forth 
impassioned replies from Senator 
Clark, Senator Smoot, Clyde C. Law- 
son and W. Lair Thompson, vhile 
George Lyon, Jr., of Nebraska, inter- 
»| jected remarks about Senator Norris 
of his State, which Senator Clark later 
asked him to consent to have ex- 
punged from the records. 

DAWSON EXCTTrED. 


The situation beceme dramatic 
when Mr. Dawson, who said he would 
not have said anything but for a fing 
taken at his State, walked down the 
aisle until within a few feet of Sen- 
ator Walch.

Prof. Waterman, of the Department 
of Anthropology, has some views on 
the subject of race mixture that will 
make the average person stop and 
think. Not only does he intimate the 
foregoing, but he states the following: 

NEGROES TO DISAPPEAR. 


“In the long run the negroes will 
disappear. They will be absorbed by 
the whites and the resulting mixture 
will be a darker race. It is inevitable 
that this should happen because of the 
seg preponderance of the white peo- 


Though it is true that many States 
have laws preventing the marriage of 
whites and negroes, no genuine ef- 
fort is being made to prevent such 

marriages. It is not so much from 
legitimate marriages that the mix- 
ture will come but from illegitimate 
unions. The mulatto population of 
the United States is becoming great- 
er and it is certain to have an effect 
on the whites. 

“It is very probable that our de- 
scendants will have darker skin, slight- 
ly thicker lips. and curlier hair than 
we have. Pure white blood will then 
be a mark of aristocracy and the 
thing for which genealogical search 
will be undertaken by fastidious in- 
dividuals. 

“The mixture of the Brahmins with 
the native Indian stock, the disappear- 
ance of the Jews as a race, and other 
historic instances, will hear out my

CTIVE LEADER 
PASSES AWAY. 


WAS IN TEMPERANCE WORK 
MANY YEARS. 


Woman for Twenty-seven Terms 
Head of Local Organization and 
for Long Period President of 
State Union Succumbs to Arduous 
Duties. 


Succumbing to an illness brought 
on by the extreme energy which she 
applied to her life’s work, Mrs. Lucy 
S. Blanchard, nationally known as a 
temperance worker and for the past 
twenty-ceven years president of the 
Los Angeles Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, died yesterday morning 
at her residence, No. 919 West Second 
street. She leaves a widower, James 
H. Blanchard. attorney of this city; a 
sister, Mra. A. E. Fitshepgry of Los 


ford. of New York City. Mrs. Blanch- 
ard was 68 years old. 

The career of this widely-known 
temperance leader was filled with tri- 
umphs for her cause. A Virginian by 
birth, she was almost born a cru- 
éader against liquor. Her mother, Mrs. 
Nancy C. Shackleford, was noted 
throughout the southeast as a prime 
mover in the temperance cause. When 
Mrs. Blanchard was still a young girl 
her mother took her to Ohio, where 
the W.C.T.U: movement was just 
gaining headway. It was in this State 
that Mrs. Blanchard received her first 
active training as a temperance leader. 
When Mrs. Blanchard first came 10 
Los Angeles, in 1878, she at once iden- 
tined herself with the fight against 
liquor then being waged by a few cit- 
mens of this city. It was largely due to 
her efforts that her Los Angeles W.C. 
T. U. was founded twenty-#even years 
ago. As a recognition of her services 
to the cause, she was unanimously 
elected president, which office she held. 
until her death yesterday. 

Under her able leadership, the Los 
Angeles union grew from a ecore to 
more than 600 members. Incidental to 
her work in the W.C.T.U., she organ- 
ized the “‘Youne Crusaders,” or Loyal 
Temperance Legion, a juvenile branch 
of the temperance union. For many 
years she was the head of this organ- 
ization. 

In 1884 she “marrigd James H. 
Rlanchard, who ably Assisted her in 
her work. There are no.children. 
During the summer of 1912 the 
State temperance union held its con- 
vention in San Diego, It was at this 
conference that Mrs. Blanchard was 
frst elected State president. So well 
did she serve that she was re-elected 
at the two succeeding conventions. 
When the last conference. was held 
here, in June of this year, Mrs. 
Rianchard declined renomination, 
pleading that the cares and worrtes 
had so worn upon her she felt it 
would be best for the organization if 
some one else held the guiding reins. 
The overwork which ebe did while 
president of both the local and State 
organizations had worn upon her. 80 
that shortly after her resignation she 
became ill. However, it was not con- 
sidered serious until two weeks ago. 
Funeral services will be conducted 
by Dr. Chegles Edward Locke, and 
members of the Los Angeles W. C. T. U. 
in the First Methodist Church tomor- 
row afternoon at 2:30 o'clock.

CROOKS WELCOME 
| ABLE CHAMPION. 


PUBLIC DEFENDER OBTAINS 
MORE ACQUITTALS THAN 
LAWYERS. 


— — 


Criminals have found an able cham- 
pion in the Public Defender, accord - 
ing to an annual report issued by Wal- 
ton J. Wood, chief of the office which 


stitutions of the county government. 
There is supposed to be a general un- 
derstanding among crooks that dill- 
gent work will be done in their behalf 
by that office in case they are ap- 
prehended. 

The report which is illuminative of 
the results obtained for violators of 
the law, makes comparigons with work 
formerly done by private attorneys. 
Defender Wood makes the assertion 
that “attorneys of low standing for- 
merly made a practice of hanging 
about the jail soliciting business from 
unfortunates who were in reality un- 
able to pay fees. These attorneys 


defendants formerly represented by 
them being now represented by the 
Public Defender.” 

The statement would indicate, say 
county authorities, that a great deal 
of philanthropic work was done be- 
fore or that attorneys obtained what 
fees they could. In either event the 
county was saved the money now 
spent for the defense ef criminals, it 
is pointed out. 

In 1914 the Public Defender handled 
60 cases, in which 183 pleas of guilty 
were entered. In eighty-seven cases 
probation was granted upon request of 
the Public Defender and there were 
fifty-eight trials in which there were 
twenty verdicta of not guilty or dis- 
agreement by juries. . 

The Public Defender lays stress on 
the fact that only 20 per cent. of ac- 
quittals were procured by “assigned 
attorneys,” whereas more alleged 
criminals were permitted to evade 
punishment through the efforts of the 
Public Defender, the percentage of 
such acquittals being 24.4.

POPULAR VETERAN 
DEAD IN A CHAIR. 
HELD MANY POSITIONS AT THE 


SOLDIERS’ HOME 
BRANCH.

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Sept. 23.—The 
death of Capt. Hiram H. Wayman; 
member of this branch, whose body 
was found yesterday seated in a chair 
in a one-room shack in Sawtelle, 
marks the end of a remarkable ca- 
reer. He was, perhaps, the best- 
known veteran in this place, and, 
when entirely himself, was one of the 
most amiable and efficient of clerks 
that ever held office in the Home. He 
was afforded every encouragement 
and opportunity for advancement 
here. 

Before coming in 1891 to this 
branch, Wayman was employed as 
clerk at the headquarters of the Na- 
tional Home for Disabled veteran Sol- 
diers, then at Hartford, Ct. Upon his 
admission here, construction at this 
branch—then in its Infancy—was be- 
ing carried on under supervision of 
Col. E. F. Brown, then inspector-gen- 
eral of the National Home, and Way- 
man was appointed clerk to the 
colonel. He, at intervals afterward, 
held offices of adjutant’s clerk, gov- 
ernor’s clerk, commandant of Home 
Co. I, adjutant, then branch inspector, 
and for many years was notary pub- 
lic at this place. 

Capt. Wayman served in Co. A, 
Sixth, and in Co. B. Fifty-third Ken 
tucky Infantry. He was a native of 
Kentucky and aged 70. A _ peculiar

NAME IS UNSTAINED. 


All stain on the character of Wil- 
liam DaBold, whose body was identi- 
fied by his mother at a grave in the 
Potters Field Wednesday, was re- 
moved yesterday by the arrival of Wil- 
liam Wilkinson at the City Jail.

Detective Rico said last night there 
ty a number of features t must 

be cleared before he is satisfied that 
the fire was not of incendiary origin. 
“It is known that at 8 o’clock there 
were no signs of a blaze in the build- 
ing.“ the detective said, and less 
than five minutes later fire was issu- 
ing from every portion of the im- 
mense structure. It is not likely that 
crossed electric wires would have 
spread flames so rapidly and ‘ft ap- 
pears to me that the floors were cov- 
ered with oil,” 

As practically every concern that 
had goods stored in the warehouse 
carried heavy insurance, the insur- 
ance companies will have to pay 
probably the largest fire damage in 
the history of the city. Their repre- 
sentatives are assisting in the effort 
to find the origin of the blaze.
